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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicants' amendments and arguments, see amendment, filed on 05/31/2006, 
with respect to Claims 2-1 1 , 1 3, 1 5-22 and 26-30 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 35U.S.C.103 rejections have been withdrawn. None of the previously 
cited reference teaches the Claims 2-11,1 3, 15-22 and 26-30. 

Claims 1, 12, 14 and 23-25 had been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-11,13,1 5-22 and 26-30 are allowed. 

Reason for indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art along or in combination fails to teach or make obvious the limitations 
that specifically comprises: 

"identifying a property for at least one of the packets; associating a priority level 
based on the property with the at least one packet; attaching a packet description 
for the priority level to the at least one packet and the at least one packet has a 
pre-designated priority value, wherein the associating of the priority level includes 
disregarding the pre-designated priority value; and inserting the at least one 
packet into a first queue; and processing the at least one packet in an order 
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based, at least in part, on the priority level" as recited in the independent claims 5 
and 16. 

"identifying an acknowledgment property packet, the acknowledgment packet 
having a pre-designated priority value; associating a high priority level to the 
acknowledgement packet, wherein associating the high priority level to the 
acknowledgement packet includes disregarding the pre-designated priority value" 
as recited in the independent claim 26.
